UK furni.shed a direc- 
tor (Jokl), a room in Memorial 
ColLseum and certain other facUl- 
ties, Including the coliseum swim- 
ming pool. 

In return the center agreed to 
pay the Unimaity $8,000 for the 



director's salary and to furnish 
any equipment necessary for the 
center's operation.

.Is seen fyinn ihr riexcpoiut of the .si iidrnt it tnriDis firrdmn 
to express one s idin.s in classes, to discuss various pDssibihlies f 
jof interpretatioffs of writings, or to form and express one's 
own philosophy or concepts on innumerable subjects. These - 
Mfi some of tfie objectives of a liberal arts education. 

It's obvious that an instructor in engineering must lecture 
in order to teach a student certain laws of mathematics, but 
even he allows for some class participation. An engineer needs 
to know these laws because deviation from them may mean the 

'failure of his j)roje(t. 

Such is not the c.ise in ;m Xits and ScieiKcs rollci^e. Here 
a student needs only .t lew l).isi( l.uts in each course and he 
uses these to form his own opinions, theories or philosophy. 

There are violations of this basic freedom on the campus 
in the form of censorship by professors, , 

Some violations are intentional; others are not. 

Those which aren't can be easily corrected by makiiig~the 
professors aware of this shorttoming. Usually they have learned 
only the lecture method of teaching. By acquainting them 
•with the discussion techni(]ue many toidd he converted into 
good insiiU(iois. T he unintentional violator would learn to 
encourage students to expiess their ideas. I hus a particular 
Student would have several choices avaiUble and could select 
the best points from any number of views and use them to 
build bis viewpdiqT^ \ " ~ 

The intentional violators— th^ classroom dictators— are the 
ones to which most students objec t . . . and with some justi- 
fication. These individuals believe there is a definitely right 
or a defim'tely wrong answer in any point brouulit up in 
tiass. Their view is the right one and all the others aie dead 
wrong. 1 hey sj)end dav alter d.ty expouiuliiig their pet 
theories and expect tlie student to parrot them back at exam 
time. Should a student be so audacious as to question the 
j validity of their statements, he'll pay for it but good. Either 
'a sharp retort, continual harassment in the form of loaded 
questions or a loww grade await the "troublemaker." 

In this type of environment the student isn't allowed to 
express anything except that which meets the instructor's ap- 
proval. He's spoon-fed the "line" of the professor. And some 
of these creatines alivays 6f<^//? a course by luri}i<j^ the unsus- 
pecting student ivith the statement, "feel free at any time to 
disagree with me or to suggest ideas." When the student takes

him at his word he is promptly slapped doivn. A very effect- 
ive drrice. 

1 his is not to sa\ that the maj*)iitv ol iiisti tutors .Tre of 
this t\pe lor tlu'\ aien t. F'.iit tluie aie ill too iii.iii\ ol ilicin 
who are. 1 heie's little the adiniiiisti aiion.c .in do aijout ilu in. 

The responsibility lor any change lies with the oliendeis. 
One can only hope they will grow up and begin to allow stu* 
dents to have free discussion. 

Then, and only then, will a student be able to acquire a 
real "liberal" education. Until that time, students will have 
to griri and hear it or rebel and pay for it.

Of the known narcotics, probably the one *yf elos* 
est to these requirements is mescaUn. Mescalin is made 
from the same cactus plant that produces the peyote 
used by North and South American Indians in religious 
ceremonies for communing with the gcxls. It is not 
liabit lorming, does not produce a hang-over, taMlte its 
u^ers to violence or boisterousness and Indians that have 
used it for as long as 40 or 50 years show no physical 
ill-e!f.cfv ^ 

The effects of^fiescalin arc appealing to an intellec- 
tual but the contemplative mood that It produces doesn't 
appeal to the lowef intelliKenre xroup. Also, sonu' users 
whose biological make-ups are not appropriate, experi- 
ence » hellish effoet rather thaa the eeelaey llihl aaU 
users report. 

Mescalin is not the answer but it does provide a basis 
for more scientific research that needs to be done in this 
field. Until this "ideal drug" is discoveied and made ■ 
available to the average man. huM-ovtra and '■*-«»«^«»*

Russia has approximately the same number of 
l)eople in schools as we do. thounh its population 
is 200 million to our 170 million. They report one 
person out of every four occupied with some kind 
of school, if only correspondence cour.ses.

We liave 
liad a large pupil population for many years, de- 
spite the laK in our backward areas.
